What  the  ‘‘Special  Charter” 
Business  Means  lo 
^loomfleld.  , 

We  expreese<|  last  week  the  belief 
that  few  of  the|  people,  aud  possilJy 
not  all  of  theSchi«)l  Trustees  them- 
selvee,|bave  any  idee  uf  the  quagmire 
into  which  tbeyj  at  e  now  being  steered 
by  the  discoverers  uf  the  “special 
charter.” 

The  prumotarB  uf  litigation  with 
the  Bgrough  say  only  that  certain 
laws  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  Bloom¬ 
field  nearly  half  a  century  ago  take 
our  school  system  uut  frum  under  the 
operation  uf  th*  general  schuol  lavs 
of  the  State,  a*nl  form  an  effectual 
barrier  to  the  ejection  of  the  Borough 
of  Glen  Ridge  a  separate  school 
district  Ajs  to!  the  effect  which  the 
establishment  of  their  claim  would 
have  upon  Bloomfield's  own  schiads 
and  school  system,  they  are  industri¬ 
ously  silent. 

Yet  the  result*  of  the  “special 
charter'’  business  concern  the  (>eu(ile 
of  Bloomfield  far  more  than  they  con¬ 
cern  Glen  Ridge.  If  this  antiqae 
gun  coakl  be  tired,  the  recoil  Would 
be  about  five  hundred  times  more 
damaging  thaui  the  projectile. 

We  shall  trr  to  state  briefly  a  few 
truths  which  h*ve  beeu  very  carefully 
withheld  from  1  public  knowledge  by 
the  ingenious  and  industrious  counsel 

1.  The  school  law  of  1894  iloee  not 
prevent  a  boroagh’s  becoming  an  in¬ 
dependent  schpol  district  except  in 
case*  where  th0  old  district  is  act  ini/ 
under  a  special  charter.  This  word 
ifi  the  law  has  been  persistently 
blinked.  It  id  not  enough  that  back 
in  the  forties  arid  fifties,  in  the  primi¬ 
tive  and  unsettled  stage  of  N*w 
Jersey's  school  law,  there  should  have 
been  certain  special  legislation  (or 
Bloomfield  in  regard  to  forms  and 
proceedings  lc»g  since  obsolete  and 
forgotten,  but  now  raked  up  for  an 
occasion  and  offered  as  a  “special 
charter’  good  enough  to  throw  at 
Glen  Ridge.  The  old  district  must 
be  acting  under  the  provisions  of  its 
special  charter ;  and  acting  is  a  part¬ 
iciple  in  the  present  tense. 

2-  Bloomfield  was  admittedly  not 
acting  under  any  special  charter  at 
the  time  the  Glen  Ridge  district  was 
•et  off  by  the  County  Superintendent; 
for  Number  Seven  in  the  previous 
year  had  voted  itself  in  under  that 
same  general  law  of  1894,  adopting 
all  of  it*  provisions  and  uniting  there¬ 
by  with  the  old  Brookdale  district 
under  the  n*v  township  district  sys¬ 
tem.  This  step  of  enlighteued  pro¬ 
gress  is  now  extremely  inconvenient 
k  for  the  too  ingenious  counsel.  To  get 
over  the  enormous  difficulty  it  pre¬ 
sents,  they  profess  to  believe,  as  we 
understand,  that  the  admitted  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  general  school  law  of  1894 
by  Bloomfield  was,  illegal,  an  act  of 
unconscious  wrong  committed  in 
temporary  forgetfulness  of  the  exist, 
ence  of  the  glorious  old  special 
charter  at  ’4$.  They  are  therefore 
floundering  about  in  the  muddle  they 
bare  created,  trying  to  find  tome
